REMOVING GUNS FROM
POTENTIALLY DANGEROUS PERSONS

Are you concerned about a friend or family member who has a gun and could be a danger to
themselves or others?

The District’s “Red Flag Law” can be used to remove a firearm from a potentially dangerous
individual. This law allows certain District residents to petition the D.C. Superior Court to issue
an Extreme Risk Protection Order (ERPO), which requires the temporary removal of firearms and
ammunition from people who are considered a danger to themselves (e.g. suicidal) or to others.
